North's  image  unclear

Despite  popular  public  opinion  that  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  North  is  a 
dedicated,  honest  soldier,  Americans  still  haven’t  objectively 
viewed  the  Iran-Contra  Hearings,  according  to  some  BYU  fac¬ 
ulty  members. 

“The  whole  thing  has  been  carefully  planned,”  said  Reba  L. 
Keele,  BYU  professor  of  organizational  behavior.  North’s  uni¬ 
form,  a  neatly  dressed  Betsy  North,  North’s  lawyer  taking  all 
the  heat,  thus  giving  North  the  opportunity  to  exemplify  a  more 
controlled,  skilled  witness  —  all  aid  in  giving  credibility  to  North, 
said  Keele.  “I  don’t  have  any  doubt  that  he  believes  everything 
he  is  saying,”  she  said. 

It’s  the  American  psyche  to  side  with  someone  who  has  been 
unfairly  used,  such  as  North,  according  to  Keele.  “We  go  for  the 
underdog.  We  always  have  and  probably  always  will. 

“I  wonder  why  the  American  people  are  not  asking  questions 
of  why  they  were  lied  to?  No  one  seems  to  be  focusing  on  those 
issues,  but  rather  Americans  are  focusing  on  personality.” 

“We  tend  to  focus  just  on  style  rather  than  the  real  issue. 
People  we  like  will  have  more  credibility,”  Keele  said. 

North’s  attorney  is  an  outlet  for  him.  An  attorney  can  act 
obnoxious  because  he’s  afforded  that,  but  if  North  would  lose  his 
calm  and  collective  nature,  people  may  be  less  favorable  toward 
him,  she  said.  Credibility  studies  have  revealed  that  disclosure  of 
planned  image-building  situations  causes  credibility  to  be  lost. 
“Unplanned  credibility  building  is  lucky.  If  planned,  you  may  be 
unlucky  if  someone  finds  out,”  said  Keele. 

Credibility  is  a  major  concern  of  Marine  Corps  personnel, 
according  to  Robert  F.  Turbyfill,  BYU  assistant  professor  of 
military  science.  “Elements  of  North’s  testimony  revealed  to  me 
that  image  was  very  important  to  him,  how  he  was  portrayed  as  a 
Marine,”  he  said. 

Turbyfill,  who  had  North  as  a  patrolling  instructor  in  the 
officer  basic  course  at  Quantico,  Va.,  in  1970,  said  over  the  past 
few  years  the  Marine  image  has  been  hurt  with  such  incidents  as 
the  Moscow  embassy  bugging.  “Initially  this  thing  (Iranscam) 
was  a  black  eye  to  the  Marine  Corps,  but  Oliver  North  is  a  very 
positive  person,  very  forthright.  I  feel  that  what  he  did  was 
correct.  He  had  to  do  certain  things  on  his  own  because  of  the

nature  of  his  job.  Based 
on  what  he  had  for  facts 
and  guidelines,  he  han¬ 
dled  it  well.  I  don’t  think 
we  (you  or  I)  would  have 
done  it  as  well.” 

“Most  people  don’t  un¬ 
derstand  what  a  covert 
operation  is,  and  the 
public  wants  most  ev¬ 
erything  disclosed.” 

As  a  result  of  the  Iran- 
Contra  affair,  “The  ad¬ 
ministration,  particu¬ 
larly  the  White  House, 
will  be  very  careful  that 
everybody  within  the 
chain  will  be  clear  about 
the  policies  and  proce¬ 
dures  taking  place,” 

Turbyfill  said. 

Others  do  not  see 
North  in  as  positively. 

“I  don’t  think  Oliver 
North  was  representing 
morality,”  said  Roger  R. 

Keller,  BYU  assistant  professor  of  religious  education.  “One 
does  not  have  to  follow  illegal  orders. 

“He  may  have  been  responding  out  of  his  (Marine)  training, 
but  he  had  to  know  that  what  he  was  doing  was  running  counter 
to  the  opinion  of  the  legislative  and  executive  branches,”  he  said. 

“He  felt  he  had  a  good  end.  The  end  doesn’t  necessarily  justify 
the  means,”  he  said.  Because  North’s  end  was  good  in  his  own 
opinion,  he  justified  his  going  around  Congress.  “I  don’t  think 
that’s  moral.  .  .  .  I’m  sure  North  knew  what  he  was  doing.  If  he 
hadn’t,  he  wouldn’t  have  shredded  documents  or  held  out  for 
immunity,”  Keller  said.  “It’s  very  clear  to  me  that  he  violated 
both  moral  and  legal  rights.  The  American  people  just  sometimes 
don’t  think  about  where  their  moral  judgments  are  derived.”  he 
said.  “Situational  ethics  is  the  key  word  here.”

HUS  is  cause  of  deaths

An  outbreak  of  a  rare  bacterial  disease 
has  left  three  people  dead  and  two  others 
hospitalized  at  two  Utah  group  homes  for 
the  mentally  handicapped. 

An  8-year-old  boy  died  Monday,  and  a 
6-year-old  girl  died  Thursday.  Both  had 
the  contagious  disease,  and  were  living  at 
a  Salt  Lake  County  home  for  the  retarded. 

On  July  4,  a  26-year-old  woman  at  the 
Utah  State  Training  School  in  American 
Fork  died,  and  two  others  from  the  school 
are  in  serious  condition  at  local  hospitals. 

The  disease,  hemolytic  uremic  syn¬ 
drome  (HUS),  is  thought  to  be  caused  by  a 
bacteria  sometimes  found  in  raw  milk  and 
in  hamburger,  said  Craig  Nichols,  state 
epidemiologist. 

“Our  investigation  is  going  to  be  diffi¬ 
cult  and  complicated.  This  is  a  rare  illness 
and  not  well  understood,”  said  Nichols. 

The  major  symptom  of  HUS  is  diarrhea, 
which  progresses  until  it  becomes  chronic 
and  bloody.  Utah  state  health  officials  are 
monitoring  individuals  showing  symptoms 
of  HUS  at  all  community-based  agencies, 
including  the  state  prison  and  mental  hos¬ 
pital.  According  to  David  Green,  medical 
director  at  the  State  Training  School, 
there  have  been  a  number  of  new  cases  of 
diarrhea  at  the  school.  “We  had  hoped  to 
see  no  more  cases  over  the  last  four  days, 
but  we  have  seen  a  bunch  of  new  eases  of 
diarrhea,”  said  Green. 


About  20  percent  of  all  diarrhea  at  the 
training  school  has  progressed  to  bloody 
diarrhea,  he  said. 

“More  bloody  diarrhea  cases  could  mean 
the  problem  is  not  resolved.  We  thought 
we  had  it  under  control,”  said  Green. 

Of  the  750  employees  at  the  training 
school,  31  have  reported  diarrhea  in  the 
last  two  weeks.  Two  staff  members  have 
reported  bloody  diarrhea,  and  one  resi¬ 
dent  seems  be  developing  the  disease,  he 
said. 

The  disease  is  spread  through  either  in¬ 
fected  food  or  through  hand  to  mouth  ex¬ 
posure  to  infected  feces. 

“The  first  line  of  defense  (against  HUS) 
is  good  personal  hygiene.  Good  hand¬ 
washing  is  essential.  This  is  difficult  to  do 
in  a  hospital  or  nursery  setting.”  said 
Nichols. 

The  cause  of  the  disease  is  not  known. 
“So  far,  no  foods  have  been  found  to  be 
contaminated  with  the  bacteria,”  said 
Green. 

All  techniques  used  to  find  the  bacteria 
are  experimental,  though.  “If  we  find  it, 
we  know  it’s  there.  If  we  don’t  find  it,  we 
can’t  say  it’s  not  there,”  he  said. 

“Perhaps  some  of  this  may  have  oc¬ 
curred  during  a  barbecue  or  picnic,  which 
are  popular  during  the  summer.  It  is  more 
difficult  to  determine  how  well  meat  is 
cooked,”  he  said. 

Both  the  training  school  and  the  Salt 
Lake  home  received  bulk  lots  of  ham¬ 
burger  from  the  same  source.  “But  there 


was  35,000  pounds  total,  in  lots  of  500 
pounds.  There  have  been  no  other  cases  of 
diarrhea  at  other  Utah  sites,  so  the  ground 
beef  seems  less  likely  as  a  vehicle  (of  the 
bacteria),”  Green  said. 

Nichols  said  the  public  is  not  at  risk  of 
contracting  the  disease.  “We  are  not 
aware  of  any  other  outbreaks.  We  just 
have  a  few  clusters  of  the  disease  —  all  in 
group  settings.  But,  clearly,  it  is  not  too 
difficult  to  transmit  (HUS),”  he  said. 

“We  hope  to  be  able  to  limit  the  disease 
to  small  groups  of  people,”  Nichols  said. 

•  People  at  the  training  school  live  in  fam¬ 
ily  units  of  eight  individuals,  and  six  to 
eight  families  live  in  each  building,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Green. 

Once  an  individual  displays  symptoms 
of  the  disease,  the  family  is  isolated. 

Green  said  there  was  concern  among 
workers  about  whether  they  would  con¬ 
tract  the  disease,  but  he  said  he  didn’t 
think  they  were  scared. 

“I  don’t  see  any  problem  as  long  as  they 
follow  good  hygiene  procedures,”  Green 
said. 

According  to  Green,  the  recovery  rate 
from  the  disease  is  95  percent.  He  said  the 
high  number  of  deaths  in  this  outbreak  is 
“extremely  unusual.  ” 

Green  said  those  killed  by  the  disease 
were  older  than  the  typical  HUS  patients 
and  had  other  medical  problems,  such  as 
severe  retardation,  in  their  backgrounds 
that  could  have  hindered  their  recovery.

Y  gets  research  grant 


BYU  is  receiving  most  of  a  $1.8  million  fund  that  the 
state  has  made  available  to  universities  to  encourage  re¬ 
search  and  expansion. 

The  disbursement  of  this  fund  will  sponsor  five  new 
Centers  of  Excellence. 

BYU  received  three  research  grants,  totaling  almost 
$1.4  million,  for  funding  in  x-ray  imaging,  computer-based 
education  technology  and  selective  chemical  separation 
from  aqueous  solutions. 

The  University  of  Utah  and  Utah  State  University  also 
received  funds  to  set  up  new  Centers  of  Excellence. 

BYU’s  center  for  computer-aided  education  will  use  its 
$486,000  award  to  improve  tools  for  the  production  of 
computer-based  instruction,  according  to  Gordon  E. 
Stokes,  professor  of  computer  science  and  overseer  of  the 
award.  He  said  the  money  would  be  used  for  research  and 
testing  as  they  try,  in  addition  to  other  projects,  “to  add 
artificial  intelligence  to  computer  programs  that  will  mon¬ 
itor  student  activities.  It  will  help  correct  errors  and  tell 
them  when  they  are  doing  things  right.” 

Stokes  will  be  working  with  Adrian  P.  Van  Mondfrans, 
professor  of  instructional  science,  and  Frank  Otto,  profes¬ 


sor  of  linguistics. 

The  center  for  chemical  separation  received  $400,000, 
which  will  be  used  to  design  and  build  chemical  separation 
systems.  Reed  M.  Izatt,  professor  of  chemistry,  along 
with  James  J.  Christensen,  professor  of  chemical  engi¬ 
neering,  and  JeraldS.  Bradshaw,  professor  of  chemistry, 
will  work  on  this  project. 

The  group,  with  Izatt  at  the  head,  will  be  working  on 
applications  such  as  recovering  silver  from  waste  solu¬ 
tions,  separating  potassium  from  salt  and  reducing  lead 
and  nitrate  concentrations  in  culinary  water. 

The  center  for  x-ray  imagery,  led  by  Larry  V.  Knight, 
professor  of  physics  and  astronomy,  and  James  M. 
Thorne,  professor  of  chemistry,  received  a  $480,000 
award.  They  will  use  it  to  expand  research  into  producing 
optical  devices  to  manipulate  soft  x-rays.  With  the  proper 
optical  devices,  x-rays  could  be  used  to  see  the  structure 
of  living  cells,  to  make  smaller  and  faster  computers  and  to 
improve  defense  against  ballistic  missiles. 

Milton  M.  Lee,  professor  of  chemistry,  also  received  a 
$126,000  award  to  fund  his  continued  work  with  supercrit¬ 
ical  fluid. 


BYU  gets  state  $  for  science 
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Talk  emphasizes  life

BYU  students  gained  insight 
Tuesday  from  a  professor  of  politi¬ 
cal  and  moral  philosophy  concerning 
the  significance  of  life  and  death 
when  these  terms  are  used  to  ex¬ 
press  the  purpose  for  coming  to 
earth. 

A.  Don  Sorensen,  the  speaker  at 
the  Summer  term  Devotional, 
stated  that  “everlasting  fullness  of 
life”  is  the  highest  possibility  of  man 
and  is  the  reason  for  his  visit  to  this 
earth. 

On  the  other  hand,  Sorensen  de¬ 
fined  death  as  “life’s  opposition  — 
life’s  absolute  negation.” 

“Death  refers  to  human  existence 
that  is  not  full;  it  refers  in  the  final 
analysis  to  human  existence  that  is 
void  and  empty,”  said  Sorensen. 

Lehi  discovered  that  man's  free¬ 
dom  as  a  human  being  is  based  on 
his  decision  between  “liberty  and 
eternal  life”  and  “captivity  and 
death,”  he  said. 

Because  it  is  man’s  ultimate  des¬ 
tiny  to  face  life  and  death,  he  en¬ 


dures  times  of  hunger  and  thirsting 
for  life  and  what  it  has  to  offer.  In 
the  scriptures,  this  is  represented 
by  a  desire  to  partake  of  the  fruit  of 
the  tree  of  life  “that  stands  opposite 
the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good 
and  evil,”  said  Sorensen. 

“What  makes  spiritual  death  par¬ 
ticularly  dreadful  in  the  eyes  of  the 
prophets  and  the  heavens  is  that  our 
time  for  passing  from  death  into  life 
is  limited,”  said  Sorensen.  But  be¬ 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  atone¬ 
ment,  life  everlasting  is  made  possi¬ 
ble  for  all  mankind. 

“The  passing  from  death  unto  life 
entails  an  awakening  and  flowering 
of  our  vitality  as  living  beings  that 
results  in  a  fullness  of  life,”  he  said. 

In  his  address,  Sorensen  talked  of 
Alma’s  analogy  of  a  seed  to  describe 
the  coming  of  life.  He  stated  that  if 
men  plant  in  their  hearts  a  seed  of 
life,  it  will  grow  and  “swell  within 
our  breasts.” 

As  it  takes  root,  men’s  minds  will 
expand  and  “our  life  as  a  living  be¬ 
ing  becomes  everlastingly  full.” 

Alma  describes  this  “fullness  of

War  in  Persian  Gulf  intensifies 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Iraq  attacked  offshore  Iranian  oilfields  Tues¬ 
day  in  the  Persian  Gulf  war,  which  appeared  to  be  intensifying  before  the 
arrival  of  reflagged  Kuwaiti  tankers  and  their  U.S.  Navy  escorts. 

A  communique  issued  in  Bahgdad  said  Iraqi  warplanes  struck  Iran’s  Rakhsh 
oilfields  east  of  Qatar,  in  the  southern  gulf,  and  the  targets  were  “engulfed  in 
fire.” 

Other  jets  bombed  Farsiyah  Island  and  attacked  Iran's  main  oil  export 
terminal  on  Kharg  Island  in  the  northern  gulf  for  the  fourth  time  since  June  20. 

Kharg  is  a  regular  target  of  Iraq’s  campaign  to  cut  off  oil  exports  so  the 
Iranians  cannot  finance  the  nearly  7-year-old  war.  Units  of  Revolutionary 
Guards  are  based  on  Farisyah  and  use  fast  gunboats  to  attack  ships,  particu¬ 
larly  those  serving  or  belonging  to  Kuwait. 

The  raids  followed  air  strikes  Monday  on  Iranian  oil  targets,  in  which  Iraq 
said  its  planes  hit  a  tanker  and  bombed  the  tanker  anchorage  off  Kharg  Island. 

Iraqi  aircraft  also  raided  Farisyah  on  Monday,  hours  after  a  French 
freighter  that  had  called  at  Kuwait  was  attacked  off  Saudi  Arabia  by  Iranian 
gunboats  firing  rockets  and  machine  guns. 

Kuwait  borders  Iraq,  whose  Persian  Gulf  ports  have  been  closed  since  soon 
after  the  war  began  in  September  1980.  Iran  accuses  Kuwait  of  acting  as  the 
conduit  for  arms  shipments  to  its  enemy. 


Program  to  recruit  donated  eggs  begins 


CLEVELAND  (AP)  —  The  Cleveland  Clinic  announced  Tuesday  it  will 
recruit  women  to  donate  eggs  for  couples  unable  to  have  children  in  what  is 
believed  to  be  the  first  program  in  the  nation  to  use  a  pool  of  anonymous 
donors. 

The  donor  and  recipient  will  be  matched  according  to  physical  characteris¬ 
tics  but  will  remain  unknown  to  each  other,  a  clinic  official  said.  The  donor  will 
supply  the  egg  that  the  recipient  is  unable  to  provide. 

“I  think  the  proper  way  of  using  donor  eggs  is  the  way  that  most  programs 
use  donor  sperm  —  appropriately  screened,  appropriately  matched  but  anony¬ 
mous  donors,”  said  Dr.  Martin  M.  Quigley,  director  of  the  clinic’s  In  Vitro 
Fertilization  and  Embryo  Replacement  Program. 

Quigley  estimates  there  are  more  than  100,000  women  in  the  United  States 
who  are  unable  to  have  children  because  their  ovaries  don’t  produce  eggs,  they 
don’t  have  ovaries,  or  their  eggs  are  defective  or  carry  an  inherited  disease. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  North 
concluded  six  extraordinary  days  in  the  congres¬ 
sional  hot  seat  Tuesday  and  was  followed  by  his 
former  boss,  Robert  McFarlane,  who  called 
North’s  testimony  “passionate  in  delivery”  but  in 
major  areas  untrue. 

North  was  dismissed  with  a  declaration  by  the 
chairman  of  the  House  Iran-Contra  committee  that 
his  activities  were  part  of  a  policy  “driven  by  a 
series  of  lies”  that  catapulted  President  Reagan 
into  his  most  serious  crisis. 

“You  said  these  hearings  caused  serious  damage 
to  our  national  interest,”  said  Rep.  Lee  Hamilton, 
D-Ind.  “But  I  wonder  whether  the  damage  was 
caused  by  these  hearings  or  acts  which  caused 
these  hearings.” 

Although  McFarlane  asked  for  the  encore  ap¬ 
pearance  to  rebut  North’s  testimony,  he  said,  “I 
don’t  think  Colonel  North  would  ever 
make  a  deliberate  misstatement  or  a 
lie.

He  said  Reagan’s  abrupt  firing  of 
North  last  November  “was  a  tawdry 
way  to  treat  a  man  like  Ollie.  ” 

McFarlane  testified  for  three  hours 
without  the  cloak  of  immunity  that  cov¬ 
ered  North.  McFarlane’s  successor, 

Rear  Adm.  John  Poindexter,  will  tes¬ 
tify  when  the  hearings  resume 
Wednesday.

Utilities  owe  ratepayers  $480  million 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah’s  major  utilities  owe  their  ratepayers 
more  than  $480  million  in  excess  deferred  taxes  because  of  changes  in  federal 
tax  laws  that  dropped  corporate  rates  12  percent,  national  utility  regulators 
say. 

However,  the  state’s  electric,  telephone  and  gas  providers  question  the 
figures  and  claim  cost  increases  in  other  areas  of  the  utility  business  have 
offset  any  potential  windfall  from  tax  reform. 

The  National  Association  of  Regulatory  Utility  Commissioners  said  the 
federal  changes  have  allowed  utilities  nationwide  to  keep  $19  billion  in  de¬ 
ferred  federal  taxes  due  in  20  to  30  years. 

The  windfall  comes  from  the  decrease  in  corporate  income  taxes,  which 
dropped  from  46  percent  to  34  percent  on  July  1. 

NARUC  officials  said  utilities  have  charged  ratepayers  to  cover  corporate 
taxes  at  the  46  percent  level,  but  a  large  portion  of  those  deferred  taxes  now 
are  no  longer  due  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

NARUC  contends  the  excess  is  “owed  back  to  utility  consumers  in  the  form 
of  reduced  rates.” 


Airlines  may  have  to  report  problems 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Legislation  designed  to  prod  the  nation’s  airlines 
to  improve  service  advanced  Tuesday  when  a  Senate  committee  approved  a 
measure  that  would  force  the  carriers  to  reveal  how  good  —  or  bad  —  a  job 
they  do. 

Legislation  sent  to  the  full  Senate  by  the  Commerce,  Science  and  Trans¬ 
portation  Committee  would  require  the  nation’s  airlines  to  provide  monthly 
reports  to  the  government  of  their  on-time  records,  canceled  flights,  lost 
luggage  and  bumped  passengers. 

The  government,  in  turn,  would  be  required  to  issue  monthly  reports,  which 
Senate  aides  said  would  likely  appear  in  the  government’s  Federal  Register 
and  be  distributed  in  news  releases  to  reporters. 

It  would  also  require  the  Transportation  Department  to  establish  a  toll-free 
phone  number  to  handle  complaints  from  the  rapidly  growing  ranks  of  un¬ 
happy  airline  travelers.

OGDEN,  Utah  (AP)  —  Utah  chapters  of  Amnesty  International  USA  plan  a 
candlelight  vigil  to  protest,  as  morally  wrong,  the  scheduled  Aug.  28  execution 
of  convicted  killer  Pierre  Dale  Selby. 

State  coordinator  Michael  Spurgin  said  the  human  rights  group  opposes  the 
death  penalty  because  it  does  not  deter  violent  crime  and  is  biased  by  race  and 
economic  class. 

“In  the  U.S.  it  is  pretty  much  a  lottery,”  said  Spurgin.  “People  aren’t  given 
death  sentences  across  the  board.  Either  they  couldn’t  afford  competent 
lawyers  . . .  (or)  it  is  used  on  a  racial  basis.  We  feel  it  is  morally  wrong.” 

Although  the  group  wants  to  abolish  the  death  penalty,  Spurgin  said  the 
Selby  execution  is  difficult  to  oppose. 

“It’s  a  hard  case  for  us.  Amnesty  International  works  against  torture,  and 
here  we  have  a  case  where  two  individuals  tortured  their  victims  before  killing 
them.  That’s  a  hard  thing  for  us  to  swallow,”  Spurgin  said.  “However,  we  feel 
that  the  death  penalty  is  a  torture.” 

The  murder  victims  and  two  others  were  forced  to  drink  Drano,  all  five  were 
shot,  a  woman  was  raped,  and  one  survivor  had  a  pen  kicked  into  his  ear.

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Reagan  dodges  North  issue 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  dodged  questions  about  testi¬ 
mony  on  the  Iran-Contra  affair  Tues¬ 
day  but  promised  “you  won’t  be  able 
to  shut  me  up”  once  the  congressional 
hearings  have  finally  concluded. 

Reagan  jokingly  promised  to 
“stand  on  the  roof  and  yell  as  loud  as  I 
can”  to  give  his  reaction.  Presidential 
spokesperson  Marlin  Fitzwater  said 
later  that  no  plans  have  been  drawn 
up  yet  for  any  speech  or  statement. 

Fitzwater  also  said  the  testimony 
of  fired  White  House  aide  Oliver 
North  has  helped  build  support  for 
sending  U.S.  aid  to  Contra  rebels  in 
Nicaragua,  and  confirmed  that  the 
administration  plans  to  increase  its 
funding  request. 

Ever  since  North  began  testifying 
a  week  ago,  Reagan  has  either 
avoided  reporters  or  said  he  would 
not  answer  questions  —  although  he 
had  commented  earlier  in  the  hear¬ 
ings,  once  denouncing  the  testimony 
as  mere  hearsay. 

During  a  picture-taking  session  in 
the  Oval  Office  with  Republican  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress,  Reagan  declined  to 
talk  about  North’s  actions  or  testi¬ 


mony. 

North,  nearing  the  end  of  his  testi¬ 
mony,  made  a  strong  appeal  at  the 
hearing  for  money  for  the  Contras, 


basing  his  pitch  on  the  slide  show  he 
used  so  often  while  working  at  the 
White  House. 

Reagan  told  reporters  in  the  Oval 
Office  that  “the  most  decent  thing  this 
country  can  do  is  to  continue  to  aid  the 
freedom  fighters  (Contras).” 

When  asked  if  he  would  seek  an  . 
increase  in  funding,  Reagan  said,  “I 
can’t  give  you  an  exact  figure.” 

At  the  same  time,  the  president  ac¬ 
cused  the  leftist  government  of 
Nicaragua  of  successfully  masking 
conditions  in  that  country.  “A  disin¬ 
formation  campaign  from  the  Sandin- 
ista  government  has  kept  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people  from  knowing  a  lot  of  the 
truth  about  that  situation  down 
there,”  Reagan  said. 

Fitzwater  later  said  he  did  not 
know  if  it  was  the  same  “disinforma¬ 
tion”  campaign  the  administration 
complained  about  last  year,  but.  had 
refused  to  document. 

The  administration  has  requested 
$105  million  for  the  Contras  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  Oct.  1.  Fitzwa¬ 
ter  said  the  administration  may 
stretch  out  its  request  to  run  for  18 
months  instead  of  a  year.  He  said  a 
$125-million  request  was  “more 
likely”  than  $105  million  for  the  18 
months  and  that  upwards  of  $140  mil¬ 
lion  might  be  “more  appropriate.”

Also  as¬ 
sociated  are  anemia,  requiring  red 
blood  cell  transfusions  and  free  bleed¬ 
ing,  requiring  platelet  transfusions. 

According  to  Nichols,  some  people 
may  be  more  or  less  susceptible  to 
HUS  because  of  their  genetic 
makeup.  He  added  that  since  1970, 
Utah  hospitals  have  treated  about  10 
HUS  patients  each  year.  Most  of 
these  patients  are  from  Idaho. 

“We  are  still  in  the  process  of  col¬ 
lecting  specimens.  There  are  easily 
100  people  involved  in  the  investiga¬ 
tion.  This  a  very  major  effort  by  a 
number  of  agencies,”  said  Green.

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"Book  of  Mormon' 
depicted  in  film

History  is  being  made  as  “The  Book 
of  Mormon:  Another  Testament  of  Je¬ 
sus  Christ”  is  being  captured  in  a  fea¬ 
ture-quality  film  for  the  first  time. 

The  film,  “How  Rare  a  Possession: 
The  Book  of  Mormon,”  is  commis¬ 
sioned  by  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-Day  Saints  and  will  pre¬ 
miere  worldwide  Nov.  8  over  the 
Church’s  satellite  broadcast  system. 

Shortly  after  being  ordained  as 
president  of  the  LDSChurch  Nov.  10, 
1985,  Ezra  Taft  Benson  met  with 
members  of  the  Church’s  First  Presi¬ 
dency  and  Quorum  of  the  Twelve 
Apostles.  Benson  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  “Book  of  Mormon”  to  the 
Church  membership  and  encouraged 
the  leaders  of  the  Church  to  develop 
programs  that  might  inspire  mem¬ 
bers  to  study  the  book. 

According  to  Russ  Holt,  script 
writer  and  director  of  the  picture,  this 
project  is  a  direct  result  of  that  admo¬ 
nition.  It  is  the  first  time  that  a  script 
has  been  fully  read  for  approval  by  all 
members  of  the  First  Presidency  and 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  said 
Holt. 

“The  film  tells  two  major  stories 
about  two  people  who  were  converted 
to  .the  Church  through  the  ‘Book  of 


Mormon, ’’’according  to  Cecelia  Field¬ 
ing,  assistant  to  the  studio  director  at 
the  BYU  Motion  Picture  Studio, 
where  most  of  the  film  work  has  been 
done. 

The  first  character  is  Parley  P. 
Pratt,  played  by  BYU  graduate 
Bruce  Newbold.  The  story  is  told  of 
how  he  found  the  book  as  a  young  man 
and  how  it  influenced  his  life.  Pratt 
later  became  an  apostle  in  the  LDS 
Church. 

The  second,  more  detailed  story 
line  relates  the  story  of  Vincenzo  de 
Francesca,  a  religious  young  Italian 
immigrant  who  found  a  copy  of  the 
“Book  of  Mormon”  in  the  trash.  He 
believed  the  doctrine  presented  in  the 
book  and  remained  faithful  to  it,  al¬ 
though  he  was  not  able  to  find  which 
church  taught  that  doctrine  until  he 
was  in  his  80s. 

Mark  Deakins,  another  BYU  grad¬ 
uate,  plays  the  part  of  de  Francesca. 
The  two  men’s  stories  are  inter¬ 
spersed  with  footage  of  major  scenes 
from  the  “Book  of  Mormon.” 

The  feature-length  film  was  pro¬ 
duced  at  a  cost  of  $1.5  million.  “Some¬ 
thing  like  this  normally  would  cost 
five  times  that  amount.  If  it  hadn’t 
been  for  hard  work  and  without  dedi¬ 
cated  Latter-day  Saints  willing  to

There  are  many  unusual  occur¬ 
rences  associated  with  the  film.  - 
Vintage  World  War  I  Italian  rifles 
were  necessary  for  some  battle 
scenes  involving  de  Francesca.  Ex¬ 
tensive  requests  to  antique  shops 
throughout  the  western  United 
States  proved  fruitless. 

A  few  weeks  later,  however,  a 
crate  of  the  rare  rifles  was  found 
among  unopened  crates  in  the  BYU 
Motion  Picture  Studio’s  storage.  It 
was  only  typical  of  the  kind  of  things 
that  happened  to  make  production 
smoother,  claimed  Holt. 

Holt  illustrated  that  there  are  also 


challenges  involved  with  making  a 
film.  He  stated  that  one  of  the  most 
difficult  tasks  was  the  aging  process 
that  Deakins  must  undergo  in  his  por¬ 
trayal  of  de  Francesca.  “We  went 
through  a  lot  of  makeup  tests.  And 
we’ve  shot  the  scene  twice  already 
with  unsatisfactory  results.  So  now 
we’re  shooting  it  a  third  time.  We’re 
aging  a  24-year-old  into  someone 
who’s  about  65.  We  finally  discovered 
a  makeup  technique  that  can  do  that 
most  effectively,”  commented  Holt. 
He  gives  much  of  the  credit  for  the 
film’s  makeup  successes  to  Michael 
Gemelli,  a  specialist  brought  in  from 
Los  Angeles  for  the  project. 

Filming  of  the  movie  is  nearly  com¬ 
plete  and  editing  has  started.

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Play  defends  Porter  Rockwell's  reputation

Orrin  Porter  Rockwell  is  finally 
getting  a  chance  to  defend  his  “rep- 
petation.” 

Rockwell  died  in  1878  with  a  repu¬ 
tation  as  an  illiterate  man  of  violence 
with  a  quick  temper  and  few  qualms 
about  murder.  But  he  returns  to  life 
via  actor  James  G.  Robinson’s  por¬ 
trayal  in  the  one-man  play  “Porter 
Rockwell”  every  Monday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  evening  through  Aug.  1  at 
Theatre  in  the  Square. 

Robinson  is  a  local  actor  who  has 
appeared  in  numerous  plays  and 
films.  He  presents  a  side  of  Rockwell 
that  the  casual  historian  may  not  rec¬ 
ognize. 

“I  had  heard  stories  and  read  mate¬ 
rial  that  made  him  out  to  be  little 
more  than  a  killing  machine  with  an 
insatiable  thirst  for  blood,  sex,  and 
money.  A  little  bit  of  reading  revealed 


that  those  who  knew  him  best  pre¬ 
sented  an  entirely  different  picture,” 
states  Robinson  when  asked  why  he 
wanted  to  write  about  Rockwell. 

Robinson  presents  the  Porter 
Rockwell  that  he  found  through  per¬ 
sonal  study.  “OF  Port,”  as  his  friends 
knew  him,  was  illiterate  and  could  not 
keep  a  personal  journal,  so  most  of 
Robinson’s  material  comes  from  the 
accounts  of  others. 


The  play  is  divided  into  two  acts. 
The  first  act  deals  with  the  time  that 
Rockwell  spent  as  bodyguard  to 
Joseph  Smith,  first  president  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  including  Smith’s  prophecy 
that  no  man  would  harm  Rockwell  as 
long  as  he  did  not  cut  his  hair. 

The  second  act  deals  with  Rock¬ 
well’s  time  serving  Brigham  Young, 
Smith’s  successor,  in  the  same  capac¬ 


ity  .  It  was  during  his  time  with  Y oung 
that  he  became  known  as  Young’s 
“Destroying  Angel”  because  of  his  ru¬ 
mored  violent  nature. 

“Porter  Rockwell”  is  the  second 
show  in  Theatre  in  the  Square’s  Sum¬ 
mer  1987  LDS  Historical  Figure  Se¬ 
ries.  The  series,  according  to  owner 
Thom  Duncan,  is  not  a  solid  commit¬ 
ment  yet.  However,  Duncan  is  hoping 
to  continue  the  series. 


Directors  Guild  of  America  halts  first  strike  in  its  history 


HOLLYWOOD  (AP)  —  The  Directors  Guild  of  America 
narrowly  averted  the  first  strike  in  its  history  Tuesday, 
reaching  a  tentative  settlement  with  movie  producers  and 
NBC  on  the  key  issue  of  residuals  moments  before  pickets 
reported  for  duty. 

Separate  talks  were  to  continue  in  New  York  with  staff 
directors  at  ABC  and  CBS. 

Guild  spokesman  Chuck  Warn  said  the  agreement  was 
reached  at  5:55  a.m. ,  just  five  minutes  before  the  pickets, 
who  had  not  learned  of  the  pact,  turned  out  at  The  Bur¬ 
bank  Studios. 

The  agreement  with  free-lance  directors  was  reached 


after  10  hours  of  negotiations. 

The  agreement  with  the  Alliance  of  Motion  Picture  and 
Television  Producers  settled  the  key  issue  of  residuals 
with  what  alliance  President  J.  Nicholas  Counter  called  a 
“win-win”  settlement. 

Producers  claimed  they  managed  to  bring  cost  control 
to  residuals,  while  directors  said  they  held  off  the  residual 
rollbacks  the  alliance  originally  proposed. 

“I’m  ecstatic  that  it’s  over.  They  saw  that  we  were  in 
force  together  and  we  meant  business,”  said  Nedra  Watt, 
a  DGA  member  who  arrived  Tuesday  with  picket  sign  in 
hand  at  The  Burbank  Studios.

ing  in  Europe,  and  anticipate  running 
their  best  times  of  the  year. 

“People  are  so  enthusiastic  about 
track  over  there,”  Padilla  said. 
“Sometimes  people  will  be  stomping 
their  feet  so  hard  that  the  track  will 
vibrate.” 

Marsh  shares  Padilla’s  enthusiasm 
for  the  European  race  circuit.  “In  Eu¬ 
rope,  track  is  considered  a  major 
sport,  unlike  its  status  in  the  U.  S.,” 
he  said.  “The  stands  are  always  filled, 
and  they  run  races  at  night  for  the 
convenience  of  the  runner.  I  guess 
better  prize  money  and  better  compe¬ 
tition  also  has  a  lot  to  do  with  it.” 

Eyestone,  unlike  Marsh  and 
Padilla,  is  not  touring  Europe,  but 
plans  on  training  here  and  running  a 
few  out-of-state  road  races.  He  does 
plan  on  arriving  at  the  World  Games 
more  than  a  week  early  to  adjust  to 
the  Italian  climate. 

“I’m  going  to  run  a  10,000-meter 


pre-race  tuneup  in  Stuttgart,  West 
Germany,  seven  days  before  the 
championships,”  said  Eyestone. 
“Meanwhile,  I’ll  just  run  domesti¬ 
cally.” 

Eyestone  has  run  cross  country  in 
Europe  several  times,  but  his  1984 
debut  for  track  left  him  less  than  en¬ 
thusiastic  —  not  performing  well. 

“Europe  is  great  if  you’re  in  top 
form,”  he  said.  “Unfortunately,  it  was 
my  final  year  of  (college)  eligibility 
and  I  had  already  been  through  tough 
NCAA’s.  This  time  I’m  going  to  be 
prepared.” 

One  thing  all  three  runners  agree 
on  is  this  year’s  World  Champi¬ 
onships  “is  not  just  another  race.”  It 
is  the  last  major  race  before  the 
Olympic  trials  in  June  1988.  Marsh 
summed  it  up  best  when  he  said,  “Ev¬ 
eryone  knows  that  whoever  wins  will 
be  favored  to  win  in  Seoul.  That’s  a 
luxury  I  wouldn’t  mind  having.”

(AP)  —  Tim  Raines’  two-run 
triple  in  the  13th  inning  Tuesday  night  gave  the 
National  League  a  2-0  victory  over  the  American 
League  in  an  All-Star  Game  that  made  a  mockery  of 
baseball’s  year  of  the  home  run. 

Raines,  the  Montreal  superstar  no  team  wanted 
during  his  free  agency  after  last  season,  lined  a  2-0 
pitch  from  Oakland’s  Jay  Howell  to  left-center  field 
to  decide  the  third-longest  All-Star  Game  in  his¬ 
tory.  The  Nationals  now  have  won  all  eight  extra¬ 
inning  games  and  lead  the  series  37-20-1. 

Pitching  dominated  like  never  in  57  previous  All- 
Star  games. 

March  of  Dimes 
provides  funding 
to  prevent  defects

Money  raised  through  local  fund 
drives  for  the  March  of  Dimes  is  help¬ 
ing  to  prevent  birth  defects  in  Utah 
County,  according  to  program  offi¬ 
cials. 

The  efforts  of  the  March  of  Dimes 
are  widespread.  “The  March  of 
Dimes’  purpose  is  to  prevent  birth 
defects  and  stop  suffering  of  unborn 
and  newborn  children,”  said  John 
Leavitt,  public  relations  and  special 
event  coordinator  for  the  March  of 
Dimes. 

The  March  of  Dimes  is  working  in 
Utah  County  through  gn  outreach 
program  at  the  Utah  Valley  Regional 
Medical  Center.  According  to  Leav¬ 
itt,  the  program  is  aimed  at  training 
nurses  in  remote  locations  in  pre-na¬ 
tal  care. 

Leavitt  said  the  outreach  program 
is  possible  because  of  an  $18,000  grant 
from  the  national  March  of  Dimes  pro¬ 
gram.  He  said  the  grant  must  be  re¬ 
applied  for  each  year. 

“Fifty-two  percent  of  the  money  we 
raise  goes  to  support  national  re¬ 
search  and  education  programs  fight¬ 
ing  birth  defects,”  said  Jean  Hatch, 

Southern  Utah  division  director. 

The  other  48  percent  of  the  funds 
are  used  locally  for  fund  raising,  com¬ 
munity  service,  health  education, 
medical  services  and  management 
costs,  said  Hatch.  The  March  of 
Dimes  has  spent  more  than  $120,000 
locally  during  the  1986-87  fiscal  year. 

Leavitt  said  the  March  of  Dimes  is 
constantly  trying  to  raise  funds.  The 
latest  fund-raising  effort  was  the  “Jail 
and  Bail”  event  which  raised  more 
than  $10,000  to  be  used  in  prevention 
of  birth  defects,  he  said. 

Local  citizens  volunteered  or  were 
volunteered  to  spend  an  hour  in  a 
makeshift  jail.  While  serving  their 
sentence,  the  “inmates”  called  friends 
and  relatives  trying  to  raise  money  to 
bail  them  out.  All  “bail”  money  was 
received  as  donations  for  the  March  of 
Dimes. 

The  convict  who  raised  the  most 
money  was  Brett  Burr  of  Provo. 

Other  winners  received  autographed 
footballs  signed  by  BYU  coaches  as 
well  as  by  nine  former  BYU  football 
players  who  are  now  in  the  NFL.  Bas¬ 
ketballs  autographed  by  the  BYU 
basketball  coaches  were  also  given  to 
the  winners. 

Leavitt  said  other  March  of  Dimes 
fund-raisers  include  Walk  America, 
the  Mothers’  Marches,  phonathons, 
mailing  campaigns  and  haunted 
houses. 

According  to  Leavitt,  the  March  of 
Dimes  no  longer  works  on  a  case-by¬ 
case  basis,  but  donates  money  for  ed¬ 
ucation  and  research  to  prevent  birth 
defects.  “Treating  one  case  can  cost 
as  much  as  $1  million.  By  directing 
funds  toward  the  prevention  of  birth 
defects,  we  can  help  more  children,” 
said  Leavitt. 

He  said  the  March  of  Dimes  helps 
the  community  in  a  variety  of  ways.  It 
provides  training  for  professionals, 
works  on  lobbying  efforts  and  pro¬ 
vides  pregnant  women  with  informa¬ 
tion  about  prevention  of  birth  defects. 


In  the  twilight  zone  of  Oakland  Alameda  County 
Coliseum,  it  was  more  like  the  dead  ball  era.  In  the 
midsummer  showcase  of  a  season  of  record  paces 
for  home  runs  and  scoring,  the  only  records  set 
were  for  offensive  futility.

But  Raines,  who  missed  the  first  four  weeks  of 
the  season  before  re-signing  with  Montreal,  finally 
produced  the  verdict. 


Atlanta’s  Ozzie  Virgil  opened  the  13th  with  a 
single,  and  pitcher  Lee  Smith  struck  out  trying  to 
bunt  because  there  were  no  pinch-hitters  left  on  the 
NL  bench. 

Montreal’s  Hubie  Brooks  singled  to  right  field, 
moving  Virgil  to  second,  and  Willie  McGee  flied  out 
before  Raines  tripled  off  Howell,  whose  4.96 
earned  run  average  was  the  highest  among  the  17 
All-Star  pitchers. 

Smith  pitched  three  innings  of  two-hit  ball  with 
four  strikeouts  for  the  victory,  and  Sid  Fernandez, 
the  last  player  left  on  the  NL  roster,  pitched  the 
13th  for  a  save.
